AGAINST ENOTISTS DURING FOLLOWING TWO NIGHTS. IN MORPHOU AND

NICOSIA BARBER SHOP FREQUENTED BY RIGHT- WINGERS WAS SHOT UP

DAY AFTER SHOOTING, FOUND FELLOW CUSTOMERS IN AGREEMENT THAT 
NOW WAS INOPPORTUNE TIME TO BUY NEW AUTOMOBILE.) 

2. FIRST CONVICTION FOR VIOLATION OF PRESS LAWS SINCE GOVT BEGAN 
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CRACK- DOWN ON EXTREMIST PAPERS SOME TWO MONTHS AGO WAS 
HANDED DOWN AGAINST ARCH- ENOTIST POLYCARPOS IOANNIDES 
JUNE 23. IOANNIDES WAS SENTENCED TO THREE MONTHS IMPRISONMENT 
AND CY 200 POUNDS FINE FOR ARTICLE IN PATRIS WHICH 
" TENDED TO DEFAME HONOR OF HEAD OF STATE. 

3. BALLOTING FOR 36 REPRESENTATIVES WHO WILL ELECTED BISHOP 

OF PAPHOS ( PRESUMABLY IN MID- JULY) TOOK PLACE JUNE 24 WITHOUT 
INCIDENT. 24 LAYMEN AND 12 CLERGYMEN WHO WERE ELECTED ALL 
SUPPORT ARCHBISHOP' S CANDIDATE, BISHOP SUFFRAGAN OF CONSTANTIA.
